falſehood, when Covetouſneſs and Pride have the 
Aſcendant of him.

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The next and laſt Paper T ſhall take notice of, 
is a long Narrative of Mrs. Gauden's, all which 
depends upon her Husband s Truth, and which 
will not hold together when it comes ſtrifly to be 
examined. She tells you of an intercourſe be- 
twixt King Charles the Second and Dr.Gauden, 
about the Book, and the King upon ſatisfaftion

She further poſitively aſſerts, 
that her Husband ſent the Manuſcript to the King 
at the Ifle of Wight, and that the King re- 
ceived it, and ſent Biſhop Duppa to g7ve Dr.Gau- 
den an account of it : and yet, pag.s. of Dr. Wal- 
ker, he asking Dr. Gauden whether the King had 
ever ſeen the Book,, he gave him this Anſwer, I 
know it certainly no more than you; but I uſed 
my beſt endeavours that he might, for I delivered 
a Copy of it to the Marqueſs of Hartford, when 
he went to the Treaty at the Ifle of Wight, and 
intreated his Lordſhip, if he could obtain any pri- 
wate opportunity he would deliver it to his Mas. 
jeſly, and humbly deſire to know his Majeſty's 
pleaſure concerning it. But the Violence which 
threatned the King, haſtning ſo faſt, he ventured 

T0 
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to Print it, and never knew what was the i/jue of 
ſending it. Here is brave work, my Maſters, 
Dr. Gauden, by Dr. Walker, down-right giving 


Mrs. Gauden the lye. She tells you in another 


place, that it was ſome few days after the [ſing'3 
Murder, that her Husband got the Book, Prin- 
ted it: whereas it is well known, the Book was 
Printed off before the King's Murder. 

But commend me to the laſt poſitive aſſertion of 
this Lady, for ſhe tells you, that ſome of the Rump- 
Parliaments Friends took the very Manuſcript 
her Husband ſent to his Majeſty, and appointed 
a private Committee,to find out the buſineſs. This 
had been brave for Mr. Milton, and I am fare 
we ſhould have heard of it again and again, in

don, That his Father read in the King s Cloſet 
at Holdenby, preſently after he came from 
Newcaſtle, ſeveral Sentences newly writ, as he 
ſuppoſed, by the King's ewn hand, which he af- 
terwards found exatlly in a Chapter of the King's. 
Buck; the. Truth of which Story has been wery 
lately confirmed tw me by the Reverend Mx.

j HEN God Created Man, He 
defigned that his Iflue and Po- 
ſterity ſhould live in Love and 

Peace with one another, mutually Helping 
and Aſſiſting each other, according to their 
ſevcral Neceflities and Straits : and therefore, 
when Cain roſe up againſt his Brother Abel, 
and embrued his Hands in his Bloud, the 
great God, to ſhew his abhorrence and de- 
teſtation of the Sin, tells him, that the Voice 
of his Brother's Bloud, was come to Him from 
the ground; and in Judgment makes him a 
Vagabond and a Wanderer, and afterwards 
makesa ſtanding Law in order to deterr Men 
from a Sin, that did ſo break in upon the 
Reaſon of his Creation, and the Laws of So-

by Man ſhould his Bloud be ſhed. And when 
He gave the Ten Commandments by the 
hands of Moſes to the Children of Iſrac!, He 
inſerted this for one, Exod: 20. That he ſhould 
not hill. And our Saviour who carne to ful- 

fil all Righteouſneſs, and as He tells us him- 
ſelf, Matth. 5. Not to deſtroy, but to fulfil the 
Law, namely, To ſet things in a clearer Light, 
to found the Practice of them upon Nobler 
Principles, to carry them to Nobler Ends, and 
co give Men greater Spiritual Aids and Af: 
fiſtances to pertorm them, than the Fews had 
under the Pxdagogy of Moſes: He repeats and 
juſtifies this particular Law, making the ob- 

{ervance of 1t, one of the conditions of Eter- 
nal Life, and tells the Man in the words of 
my Text, 7 how fhalt do no Murder. 

In the handling of which Words, I will 
briefly fix the true Notion of Murder, of 
Killing our tcllow Creatures, thoſe of the 
ſame Rank and Order of Being with our ſelves ; 
and then ſee whether the Marder we are ap- 
pointed by the Wiſdom of the Nation This. 
Day to bewail, is not according to that No« 
tion of Murder, a real Act of Murder, and 
nor a pacce of Juſtice, as many wicked Men, 
at this Day, call i, and confequently does not 

delcrve

deſerve to be abhorred and grieyed for by all 
Men that wiſh well co the Kingdom, and in 
order to it do endeayour to atone that dii- 
pleaſure which the Shedding, and the Vin- 
dicating the ſhedding of Innocent Bloud, may 
juſtly raiſe in the Divine Breaſt, and which 
may provoke God {till to pour down his 
Judgments upon us for ſo doing. 

And certainly there 1s no good Man in the 
Nation but will conclude, conſidering the 
Circumſtances and Dangers we are in, threat- 
ned by a powerful Enemy abroad, and weak- 
ned fo much, by ſo great deſtructive Diviſi- 
ons at home: 1 fay there 1s no good Man 
but will conclude, that we ought to do all 
that lyes in us to procure the Bleſſings, and 
the kind and ſeaſonable interpoſals of Divine 
Proyidence to ſecure our Armies by Land, 
and our Forces by Sea, and ſo to proſper 
them, that we may be delivered from the 
hands of our Enenues, and all that hate us, 
our Nation and Religion. And he that by 
Vindicating the crying Sin of Murder, does 
contribute towards Divine Provocation, he is 
ſo far from being a Friend to the Laws and 
Liberties. of his Countrey, that he is the 
grcateſt Enemy they have, and ought by all 
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Men truſted with Publick Offices either Spi- 
ritual or Secular, to be both publickly in- 
ſtructed, and with all good Temper to be re- 
proved too, that ſo he may be reclaimed from 
a Sin that. hath ſo poyſonous an influence 
upon.the Good of the Community. of which 
he 1s. a Member. 

Firſt therefore, As for the True Notion of 
Murder..the thing forbidden inthe Text; In 
ſhort, 1t 1s nothing clſe but the taking away 
another Man's Lite without.a Warrant from 
God,. or Man deputed and entruſted by God, 
in a Judicial way to bring Men to ſuch a piece 
of Juſtice as deprives them of thezir Lives. For, 
It. i5.plain from Scripture, that many Mens: 
Lives have been taken away, by an immediate: 
Command .from God, which juſtified the Act;: 
and took away the Notion;. and .conſequently: 
the Guilt of Murder. Andait is as plain; that: 
there are many Acts of Wickednelſs that God: 
ordered the Lawtul Magiſtrate, for the appea-. 
ling of Divine Wrath and the Good of Hu- 
mane Societies to put; Men. to Death, which 
Laws haye had their force 1n all Nations and: 
Countries whatſoever, and indeed- without 
which, Humane Societies would quickly be aX- 
{olyed, and the World. wonld. be like ting:

ned into thenature of wild Bears and Tygers; 
and where you have one violent deſtruction 
of a Fellow-Creature, you would have a 
thouſand. So that the Murder of my Text 
1s nothing elſe but a pretending .and under- 
taking to be Maſter of another Man's Life, ' 
without. any Commiſſion from God, or anv 
Legal Tryal. by Men, according to the Laws 
of the Country in which they live, and to 
which they are. bound to ſubject themſelves. 
So that this brings me to the. work and bu- 
{incls of this day, namely, to conſider, IWhe- 
ther the Death of King Charles the Firſt was @ 
Murder, yea, or n0, or an At of Fuſtice, as 
fome wicked men do flill pretend to call-it ? 

Now here let us: conſider whether they 
had a Commiſſion trom God. to do it-. Now 
a Commiſſion from God muſt either be by 
a Voice from Heaven, .or cile by the Mini- 
{try of an Angel ſent by God, or ſome other 
way by which God did convey His - Mind. 
and Purpoſe to His Pcople of old; none of 
which. were ever pretcnded to, as the ground 
and. reaſon of this. great Man's Death, by: 
any that had a hand in it. And therefore 


let.us ſee what Warrant they had from the 
Laws 
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Laws of the Land. The Laws of the Land, 
What are they, orupon what Authority are 
they founded ? Why, according to our Con-. 
{titution, all Laws flow trom the Power of 
King, Lords and Commons ; the Lords and 
Commons framing and preparing Bulls, ſuch 
as they conceive for the Good of the Coun- 
trey; and the King, by his Royal Fat, giv- 
ing Life and Being to thoſe Bills, upon which 
they immediately become obligatory to the 
People of the Land: to violate or tranſgrels 
which, 1s attended with ſuch Pains and Pe- 
nalties, as thoſe Law-makers who make up 
the Legiſlative Power of the Nation, think 
good and mect to enact; and whatſoever is 
offered as a Law, made without the con- 
currence of theſe Three Eftates together, 1s 
an Invalion and Encroachment upon the 
True and Eſſential Conſtitution of the King- 
dom: For neither the King without the 
Lords and Commons, nor the Lords and 
Commons without the King, can bind the 
Subject to any thing under the Notion of a 
Law of this Kingdom. This, my Beloved, 1s 
our happy Frame of Government, which cer- 
tainly is the beſt the World can ſhew, and 
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light and pleaſure: And they that go abour 
to ſet any of theſe Three Powers, contrary 
to the Law, aboye their places, are great 
Enemies to this. excellent Conſtitution, and 
their Projects and Contrivances, their Argu- 
ments and Propoſals, have always been of 
very unhappy conſequence to the Kingdom 
mn general : And for my own part, Ido here 
profeſs my fſclt fo great an Admirer of this 
happy Conſtitution, that by the Grace of 
God, my little Finger ſhall never be employ- 
cd to make any jar in the Harmony and 
Concurrence of King, Lords and Commons; 
and I will always ſubmit by doing, or by 
ſuffering, to whatſoever they ſhall Enact: 
And though they ſhould paſs into a Law, 
what I in Conſcience could not comply with- 
al, yet I think it my duty not to Reſiſt, bur 
to be paſſively Obedicnt; which I account 
the true Notion of Non-Reſiſtance and Paſjroe- 
Obedience; two Doctrines, which if not main- 
tained and practiſed 1n this ſenſe I have na- 
med, all Government 1s precarious, and will 
be in danger of being unſhinged, whenever 
2 number of diſcontented and ambitious Per- 
ſons get together, with Force and Strength, 
in order to carry on their wicked and baſe 

de- 
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deſigns, and to anſwer and gratifie their un- 
reaſonable diflatisfactions. 

Well, this . being -the true Notion of :the 
Engliſh Laws, pray let us ſee whether King, 
Lords and - Commons, -eyer conſented to a 
Law, that enabled -one part to deſtroy the 
other, the King to deſtroy and null the Be- 
ing and Authority of Lords and Commons; 
or the Lords and Commons to fit upon, 
judge and take away, the Life of their King. 
And here 1 challenge the .boldeſt Aflertor 
of the Juſtice of tae Murder of this Day, to 
ſhow me any one word, from the beginning 
of the Statute-Book to the end thereof, that 
looks this way, or gives ſuch a Power into 


any of the three parts of the Legiſlative Pow- 


ers Hands: And if there be no Commiſſion 
from the Law of the Land, then certainly 
this Death muſt be called, and 1s, a true and 
real Murder, the Thing forbidden in my 
Text. A Law to do it! No, no; they could 
not perpetrate this Act, before they had 
broke in upon the whole Frame and Conſti- 
tution of the Government:; and they made 
their way to 1t by the moſt undutitul, rude 
and barbarous Acts, that Hiſtory almoſt can 
paralle]. For at that very time when the 

good 
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good King had made ſuch Conceiſions as the 
Houſe of Commons Voted a ground for Peace: 
and when the tired and harraſſed Nation cx- 
pectcd their Swords to be turned into Plow-ſhares, 
and the Spears into pruning hooks, atthat time 
did an inlolent Army, through Pride, Cove- 
rouſneſs and . Ferjury,. violently affaulc cheir 
Maſters, who had ſet them on Work, and all 
along paid them their Wages, and {top'd and 
laid hold of many of the Members as they 
were going into the Houle, and pur them un- 
der a reſtraint, cyen to ſuch a number, that 
very few, .confidering of what number the 
Houſe ought to conſiſt, did remain behind: 
which Few, notwithſtanding, took upon them 
the Name of the People of England, and in & 
ſhort time, afcer ſome Votes, which rooted up 
and deſtroyed the very Fundamentals of our 
Government, Voted the 7ryal of the King as a 
Traytor, and named Commiſlioners to ſit up- 
on him, and when they ſent the Bill to the 
Lords for their concurrence, who nobly re- 
jectcd it,tor ſo doing, they Voted away all the 
Authority of the Houſe of Lords, tho' it be 
by our Conſtitution the Higheſt Court of Ju- 
dicature in the Kingdom. By ſuch unheard 


of, and Barbarous Ways, they made-way- for 
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the King's Zryal, and at laſt forhis inhumane: 
Death. 

And now I appeal to any Man: of Senſe, 
Reaſon or Religion, whither this was not a 
real Murder,. and I ask& with what Brow any 
Man that pretends a Love for his Countreys 
Conſtitution, can advocate and plead for ſuch 
an illegal Act; an A& of a few Men who 
took upon them an Authority our Law 
knows nothing of. 

But to put the thing out of: doubt, and to 
ſatisfie you to the 'full, that this was a real 
Marder, I will give you an Abſtract of the 
Act,. made by the Parliament upon the Re- 
ſtoration of King Charles the Second, many- 
of the Members of which, were perſons ex- 
cluded by the Artny, 1n order to the violent 
cutting off King Charles the Firſt. - - - 

- They declare 1n that Aft, That The horrid 
and execrable Murder of our late moſt gracious 
Soveraign King Charles the Firſt, of ever-bleſſed 
and glorious Memory, -hath been committed by a 
party of wretched Men, deſperately wicked - and. 
hardned' in their impiety, who having firſt plot. 
ted and contrived the ruine and deſtruction of our 
excellent Monarchy, and with it, the True Re- 
formed. Proteſtanit Religion, which had been long 
+ protected 
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protefled by it, and flouriſhed under it, to carry 
0n their pernicious and traiterous deſigns, threw 
down all the Fences and Bulworks of Law, ſub- 
werted the very Being and Conſtitution of Parlia. 
ments, that they might have a way opened for any 
further attempt upon the Sacred Perſon of his 
Majeſty. Further they declare, That by many 
odious As they had fully ſtrengthened themſelves 
in Power and Failion----- ſeiz d upon bis Royal 
Perſon------ erefled a prodigious and unheard of 
Tribunal, which they called an High Court of 
Fuſtice for Tryal of his Majeſty, and at laſt with 
force and cruelty they brought his Sacred Majeſty 
to the Scaffold, and there publickly Murdered him 
before the Gates of his own Royal Palace. And 
becauſe by this horrid Aftion, the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion hath received the greateſt Wound and re- 
proach, and the People of England the moſt un- 
ſupportable Shame and Infamy that it was poſſible 
for the enemies of God and the King to bring upon 
z5------ Further 1t ſays, 7he Fanatick rage of a 
few miſcreants, who were as far from being True 
Proteſtants, as they were from being True Sub- 
jets. Therefore we the Parliament do hereby 
renounce, abominate and proteſt againſt that im- 
pious Fat, that execrable Murther, and un- 
parallel'd Treaſon committed againſt the Sacred 
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Perfon and Life of our ſaid late Sovereign, anc 
all preceedings thereunto. And be it hereby de. 
clared, that by the undoubted and fundamental 
Law; of this Kingdom, neither the Peers of this 
Realm, nor the Commons, nor both together in 
Parliament, nor the People colleftively, nor repre- 
ſentatively, nor any other Perſon whatſoever, ever 
had, have or ought to have a coercive Power over 
the perſons of the Kings of this Real. 

And for the vindicating our ſelves, and as a 
laſting Monument to Poſterity, of our inexpreſſible 
deteſtation and abhorrence of this Villanous and 
Abominable Fat; Be it Enadled, that every 
3oth. of January ſhall be for ever hereafter ſet 
a part to be kept and obſerved in all Churches and 
Chappels in his Majeſties Dominions as an An- 
niverſary day of Faſting and Humiliation to im- 
plore the Mercy of God, that neither the Guilt of 
the Sacred and: Innocent Blond may at any time 
hereafter be wiſited upon Us and our Poſterity. 
Then it goes on to Attaint as Traitors. and 
Regicides, Oliver Cromwel, Edmund Ludlow &c. 
3s notorious Wicked and Active Inftruments 
in prolecuting- and. compatling that Trayte- 
rous Murder. 

And now, my Bcloved, I hope, when tlie 
Wiſdom of the Nation in Parliament has 
declarcd. 
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declared it felt fo fully and freely, I ſay, 1 
hope, there 1s none 1n this Congregation will 
deny this Fact to be a real and down-right 
Murder, in the ſenſe of my Text. Give me 
leave in the next place, ro ſhow you the Ag- 
gravations of this Murder, that ſo you may 
be affected with it, and thereby anſwer the 
Reaſon of the Day, and the defign of thoſe 
that appointed 1t, and conſequently help to 
the keeping of that Divine Vengcance, which 
other mens juſtifying and abetting of 1t may 
juſtly pull down upon our heads. And the 
truth of it 1s, the Aggravations are great and 
many, and ſurmount all my little Rhetorick 
to make a juſt deſcription of ; but howeyer, 
as far as I am able, I will give you them. 

I. Conſider the Aggravation from the Per- 
ſons that contrived and accompliſhed this 
horrid Murder; they were NMcn that had 
{\worn true Faith to him again and again, 
who had taken the Oaths of Supremacy and 
Allegiance, who took the Proteſtation, by 
which they promiſed to detend and ſecure 
the King's Rights; who took. the Covenant, 
by which they engaged at the ſame ratc, and 
to the ſame purpoles; Men that had con- 
ſented tro Mctlages upon Meflages, Perutions 
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-upon Petitions, under the Name and Notion 
of His Majeſty's moſt humble and dutiful 
Subjects; who aimed at nothing, and called 
God to witneſs they had nothing more in 
their eyes, than the ſafety, honour and wel- 
fare of His Majeſty's Perſon and Govern- 
ment; and yet theſe Men embrue their hands 
in His Bloud, and break through all the 
Tics and Obligations, thele Oaths laid upon 
them, 1n order to kill and take poſſeſſion of 
what he had. Now certainiy, my Beloved, 
this thing ought mightily to be bewailed up- 
on this account; and God muſt needs be an- 
gry with that People, who magnifie and vin- 
dicate not only the ſhedding of Righteous 
Bloud, but the working their way to it, 
through Perjury and Perfidiouſneſs, through 
Breaches upon Pronuſes, reiterated and re- 
peated again and again: And therefore upon 
this account I recommend to you weeping, 
and wailing, becauſe Perjury and Murder are 
great and crying ſins. 

Il. Another Aggravation of this Murder 
is the Perſon that ſuffered, and that was King 
Charles T. and here let us ſce whether he de- 
{erved ſuch a barbarous death. I am very 


far from thinking him a man in a ſtate of 
Per- 
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Perfection; and I do acknowledge there 
were Errors and Failures in his Government, 
he came carly to the Crown, and therefore 
n1ught be impoſed upon;. but I hope every 
Man does not deſerve to be knock'd o'th' 
Head forevery particular {lip of his life; if ſo, 
the beſt Kings that have Reigned would nor 
have died natural deatns ; neither David nor 
Solomon, neither Hezekiah nor 7oſtah, nor any 
other Prince, recorded for vertuous and very 
g00d Men. oz | 

But, however, whatſoever his imperfections 
were in the beginning of his Reign, I am ſure 
before the Quarrel began with him, he rec- 
tifyed them all, and conſented to remove all 
thoſe things that were accounted grievous, - 
and indecd filled the Sratute-Book with more. 
Privileges than it does afford now ; for a ſuc- 
ceeding Parliament took away ſome things. 
then citabliſhed, which they, in their great 
Wiſdom, thought neither fit for a King. to- 
grant, nor People to enjoy. - The truth: of it 
1s, this :Great Perfon, take him 1n-all conſide- 
rations; deſerved a far better .Lot than he 
mer withal ; and many of thoſe that at firſt 
entertained hard thoughts of him, and enga- 
od :agarnit him, upon Conyerſationiand! Ac- 
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quaintance with him, repented of what they 
| had done.; and asthey ever after bore a great 
eſteem for him, ſo 1n all their diſcourſes at- 
terwards repreſented him, as one of the beſt 
of men they ever met withal; particularly 
the Learned and Pious Mr. Vines, who ſaid 
to ſome Friends of mine, That 1t ever there 
was a Solomon fince Solomon, 1t was Charles 
the 1. 

And truly no wonder; for certainly he was 
a Man endowed with as many Vertues and 
Graces as moſt Princes that cycr fate upon a 
Throne. His Pevotions in the way of the 
Church of Erg/and were conſtant and regu- 
lar; his Diſcourſes pithy and profitable; tor 
he was a man of great Parts and admirable 
Improvements; his Behaviour was affable 
and courteous; and ſo long as he was able, 
poſſeſled of his own Inheritance, he was 
greatly Charitable, and ready to lend his 
helping hand, in promoting any publick 
Good, which I could make out by many In- 
ſtances; further, his Chaſtity, conſidering the 
Temptations he as a King might be ſuppoſed 
to be under,is ſcarce to beparallel'd; and his 
Temperance acknowledged, by all that were 


about him ; is Patience was 1n ſome fort 
like 
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like that of his, great Maſter's the-Holy Jeſus: 
and tho he met with as great affronts and in- 
dignitics,as ever Man did that-wore a Crown ; 
yet his very Enenues confeſled that they could 
not throw him into a Paſſion, nor ruffle him 
fo far as to break out into undecent and an- 
gry Reflections ; how he behaved himſelf at 
lis Tryal, and immediately before ins Death. 
and at the hour of Death it ſelf, pray ſearch 
the Hiſtory, and you will be ſatisfied, that he 
was acted by a more than ordinary Divine 
Spirit ; one inſtance I cannot ont, and that 
is, when he was going through the Park to- 
wards the Scaffold, with a Guard abour 
him, he ſpoke to Two Perſons that did morc 
unmeditely attend him, that they would go 
taſter, ſaying, That he now went before them to 
flrive for an Heavenly Crown, with leſs follici- 
== than he had oftentsmes bid his Souldiers to 
fight for an Earthly Diadem; and how he wen 
out of the World with a clear Soul without 
the Ieaſt revenge, bur praving forgiveneſs for 
his Enemics, you may find 1n the True Ac- 
count of the paſlagcs at his Death. And pray, 
my Beloved, what Cauſe was there now for 
this Great and Good Man's Murder ? Yes, ſay 
ſorne wicked Men, he was a Tyrant you a 
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Papiſt. '' A” Tyrant, that 1s ſtrange ! that gave 
15 his People all rhey could reaſonably ask, 

and frankly offered to conſent to any thin 
that did not ſtrip him of Iis Kingſhip, ya. 
that was confiſtent with his Honour and Con- 
ſcience. If fuch a Man be a Tyrant, then You 
and I muſt all of us change our Notions of 

things, and call Good Evil, and Evil Good. 
And as for the Impuration of Poperv, there 
is no Man that rcads Is Hiftory with an un- 
prejudiced Mind, can bclicve the Icalt incli- 
nation to 1t, 1f Living and Dyins 1n perfect 
Communion with the molt excellent Church 
11 the World, if offering to do any thing 
that might preſerve and ſupport the Prote- 
ftanr Religion, 'be arguments of a Papilt ; 
then I muſt confeſs the Imputation 1s juſt : 
but what Man of the Church of England 1s 
not a Papiſt, at this rate: But thanks be to 
God; as he refuted this Reflection by the 
whole Series of his Life;and by his ſolemn Pro- 
reſtation at his Death, when he was juſt go- 
ing to give an account to God; fo I think 
the Members of this Church have Preach'd, 
Printed and ſaid enough in the late Reign, 
for ever to ſilence and ſhame this Reflection 
and Imputation out of the World. So that 
tutherto 
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hitherto we find no cauſe of Death 1n him ay 
all, even if by the Laws.of the Land he . had 
beqn righiy tryed. by a,juſt;Power that. had 
as juſt an Authority ro brzng hin tq-an Hear- 
ing and Tryal : and theretore this:1s-A,great 
aggravation of his Death, that 2 Man of. In; 
nacence-and Goodnels, a: Man-of-Virtut and 
Piety, a Man indeed of a moſt Exemplary 
Life, ſhould be thus Butcher'd, and. that. by 
thoſe, who had no, more Authority to do; It; 
than vou have'to fall'a cutting ons anothers 
Throats as ſoon as this Sermon is ended. And 
therefore upon this ſcore, This Death oughtto 
be bewailed, and: there is|great-rtaſon tar the 
obſerving This Day in order.to. prevent. the 
Judgments that may come upen us tor ſhed- 
cling; and for thc VIndICaring the ſhedding of 
this Innocent Bloud. 

111.;; Another Aggravatian: of, this Murder, 
is the Conſequences of it. Alas, after - the 
Sacrifice of this: great Perian,: Nobles: fell by 
char, bloudy hangds..; and: the;belt Familids 
were cicher Banyhedior Impriſbned, and'thein 
F{tarcs Confilcated ; a bloudy War wrth Srot- 
land was commencg'd, and. that. tree Nation 
broughtinto a; perke&tlavery, andtbatiwhick 
Was a thing oh. deplorable conkequence, .rhu 
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Good Man's Children were Baniſhed to ſeek 
their Bread in ſtrange Countreys,from whence 
proceeded the-Miferies, eſpecially of the laſt 
Rejgn :-and therefore thofe Men that flye in 
the face of the Two laſt Kings, ſhould do well 
to conſider where they were forcibly bred, 
and how they came to be bred there, who 
kent them out of their own Countrey, and ex- 
poſed them to live upon the Bounty of Popith 
Princes: it King Charles the Firſt had hved 
out his time, they no doubt had been bred 
up 1n the ſtricteſt way in the Proteſtant Rel1i- 
210N, as profeflcd in the Church of England, 
and no doubr:would have mamtained its In- 
tereſt and Honour both at home and abroad 
by Virtue of the Principles of their Educa- 
tion; which muſt without all diſpute have 
taughtthem to Love and Honour, to Sup- 
pott and - Strengthen the Proteſtant Intercit 
over all thefe Weſtern Parts of the World :and 
therefore we muſt thank theſe Murderers of 
this Good King, for the misfortunes of the 
laſt Reign, and for the Fears that are upon 
us. at preſent. 

And now having proved the Murder, and 
ſhewed. you the Aggravations of it, give me 
teaye to ask you, whither we ought not to be 
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ſerious 1n the obſervation of this Day: And 
whether they be not greac Offenders, and bad 
Men, that ridicute the Day;and<all:it in fcorn 
the madding Day? Whether they be not Men 
of miſchievous and provoking Principles, that 
{till continue to. afſert and -juſtifie this barba- 
rous Act? And whether we may not expect 
great Judgments to fall upon us upon this aC- 
count ? 

Come therefore, mv Beloved, let us all fe- 
riouſly berhink our ſelves, and conſider. what 
great reaſon we have to do every thing that 
tends to pacifie Divine Wrath at this time, 
and to procure His Prefence.to go along with 
us. :You all know, that we have at this time 
the greateſt and deareſt things that belong 
to us, Ive at ſtake, to wit, our Religion and 
our Laws; we have a potent Enemy to en- 
counter; who vet ſcorns us, and bids defiance 
to all the conjoyned Forces on this ſide Exrope ; 
an Enemy, who it he prevails, will certainly 
bring us into the condition of his owh Subjpects, 
both as co Religion, Liberty and Property ; and 
therefore, Oh! thou good God, give us the 
Interpoſals and Watchtulncls of Thy  Provi- 
dence ; lend us Thy mighty helping 'Hand in 
this ourtime of Trouble ; letus be: under Fi 
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Cahdudctiand: Guidance, and: preſerve. fill our 


Noble Prince; and ler. hin be anderi the. ſhadow 
of: Thy Wings, ad make his\fmenits to fite before 
him. Aud bleffjed ave; as thc :Nalnuſt fays, the 
People that are in:ſuch a caſe,.and who thus haue 
the Lord. far their Gad. 1, but, my: beloved, tho 
God1s ready:to belpi ns; yetnghach propojud 
condifnons! On: OUr partyin order tO-4n mterel} 
in his Power and Preſence ; we mult celchew 
Evil, and do Good; we mult: torfake the wic- 
kednets of 'onr ways zvwe multi not; {pcak, evi] 
of Dignities, noricurſe, the king, no-Not 1n 
our hearts;. we muſt not:(hed Innocent Blow, 
nor vindicate and quſtifid tf when 44.15 dong; 
It we are reſolved upon {uch- courfes as'thele 
are; we mult expettto: be dealt withal:by the 
grcat God accordingly ; we muit_ follow the 
example of David, and cry, Pr” #25 from 
Bfoxd.- at ili nels, 0 God,thuu (rv « HAT. yalnaticn, 
And beg that we may . be waned gnroughty 
from ths fin, and clcanſed from thts iniquity, 
L- this is the way to:iave fuceuls airend our 
Gounſets; and our Engagements both by Land 
and Sca.' Give 'me leave to ſpeak plainly to 
vou; and I hope thole, if there be any ſuch, 
as Fam ſatisfied: there are, that came :With: a

way:with- better :ahd: more ſerious Th Ta 
and rhat becauſe the happineſs of their Ceri 
trey 1s.concerned in that holy-and-probs' res 
ſenemerirs of; and indignation againſt thigheftL 
rid Murder. Burt it all this wil not prevail 
with you, give me leave to tell theſe foft' of 
Men, that are reſolved to abulei'this, grear

King and the Queen, who this Day Yolemnily 
obicrve iti; that they abuſe the” Two Horſes 
of Parliament, who have' appointed” Preachers 
ro fet out and affect them with the (iti of the 
Day : And withal let me tell-you, notwith- 
ftanding all-their profeſſions) bf "Honour to; 
and kindneſs for 'King William atrd' Queer 
Mary, yet they are unmannerly and clowniſh, 
ill bred::and rude perſons; for if King Charles 
[. had had no perſonal Verrues' to recommend 
hin» to the World, yet tiethinks they ſhould 
be ſo civil, and fo far make good their pre- 
eenſaons of Honour. and Aﬀection to K. Wit- 
liam and Q. Mary, 'as at leaſt t6 hol | 
Tongues, and keep them from railins' agairift 
him, and that barely becauſe he was tcKing 
and Queen's Grandfather. -#ii- 
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Andi now thq'-I-have ſaid fo muchas: Iam 
ſure wall convince all good men,.yet'I an ſa- 
tified there arc a Generation of Men will not 
ccale to,ventthar rage againſt this great Prince, 
and in order toithave very lately cryed up,and 
rriamphicd 1n a diſcovery of ſorne Papers,which 
ſe:m to rob him of the glory and honour of 
being Author, of his excellent Book: which Pa+ 
pers1l have-read,and-find them Romannick and 
vain-glorious, making a ſimoniacal offer, in 
order to. obtain the beſt Biſhop:ick in England, 
and withal fo-contradiftory:to, plain: cy1dence 
rwa . years before they are: pretended td\be 
writ by the Author, and fo vaſtly different 
from che noble Air, and Stile, and Spirit :of 
that excellent Book,thar 1 do here in the face 
of this Congregation, challenge the Party to:
